duced by  him  ha.s  pas.scd  through 
all  stages  In  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentattvps  rhi'  tiill  is  ba.sed  on  a 
levy  of  thirty  shillings  (about  17.50), 
a  year  on  all  males  over  the  age 
of  twenty  years,  to  which  la  added 
an  equal  amount  by  the  State. 

The  bill  la  dtflerent  to  the  English 
measure,  under  which  a  specific 
levy  1.S  made  on  the  employer.  Under 
the  New  Zealand  bill  the  employer 
Ls  liable,  with  all  other  mnlcs,  to  a 
levy  of  thirty  shillings  a  year,  and 
he  contributes  fiu-ther  by  the  con- 
tribution from  the  consolidated 
revenue  thnwgh  general  taaatlen 

SOCIAL  PROBLEM 
"It  Is  not  a  dole  or  <  Imnty  in  any 
.sense  of  the  term,  .smd  the  vi.siting 
Premier.  "We  regard  the  matter  of 
unemployment  as  a  social  problem, 
which  is  met  by  the  levy  on  all 
malea,  irmapectlve  of  their  position." 

The  first  levy  under  the  new  bill 
wUI  be  payable  on  December  1  next. 
It  l,s  payable  quarterly  Exemptions 
are  granted  to  war  pensli^ners,  old-

SPECIAL  PKOVISION 

A  special  provision  of  the  bill 
authorizes  the  board  administering 
the  fund  to  make  grants  or  loans 
to  any  jjersons  or  authorities  to 
enable  them  to  undertalie  develop- 
ment work  calculated  to  relieve  un- 
employment. It  will  thus  be  pos- 
sible, the  Premier  pointed  out,  to 
lend  money  to  farmers,  for  tbe  pur- 
pose of  utilising  unemployed  on 
farms  with  a  view  to  bringing  farms 
to  a  higher  point  of  production. 

Last  year.  Premier  Forbes  said,  the 
Government  paid  out  more  than 
seven  million  dollars  to  relieve  un- 
employment, compared  with  four 
million  dollars  the  year  before.

If  ttey  were  goliic  to  l>ave 
a  zoo  in  tte  park  pann  a  real  one. 
Oet  the  wealthy  men  and  the  or- 
ganliatlona  to  aislst  In  it  and  make 
a  real  attracti<»i.  He  was  of  the 
opinion  that  Beacon  HUl  should  be 
made  a  place  which  would  attract 
people  coming  to  the  city.  Victoria 
had  never  yet  placed  the  valua  CO 
the  city  that  it  deserved. 

Money  must  be  spent  in  making 
the  city  attractive.  Victoria  must 
cea.se  to  be  a  Macawber.  Every 
tourist  city  in  Europe  had  aome- 
thing  distinctive,  said  Dr.  Davlea.

"Leningrad  gave  me  the  Impression  of  a  great 
elty  once  pulsattng  with  life  and  energy  and 
now  .sick  In  heart  and  soul,  a  shadow  of  her 
former  self.  Magnificent  buildings  that  adorned 
Ita  epaelous  squares  are  crumbling  into  decay, 
and  the  people  passing  to  and  fro  wear  a  down- 
cast look— the  look  of  people  from  whose  hearts 
han^Ms  has  fled  and  hope  has  gone  for  ever.

The  coffins  are  draped  In 
the  Red  Flag  and  a  band  attends  the  burials  and 
plays  a  lament.  The  remains  of  the  dead  peracm 
are- committed  to  the  earth  without  one  hapt  or 
thought  of  ImmorUllty." 


A  ORIAT  LEAD  LOST 


The  modern  world  is  made  with  iron  for  a 
tool,  but  few  of  us  stop  to  think  about  It  because, 
as  private  Individuals,  we  never  buy  iron  or  steel 
as  auch.  We  buy  very  lltUe  iron  and  steel  at  all, 
save  In  the  shape  of  a  motor  car,  or  a  bicycle,  or 
a  knife,  or  a  perambulator.  Such  uses  account 
f  comparatively  small  quantities  of  this  won- 
derful metal,  nearly  the  whole  of  whlrh  \s  used 
In  industrial  operations,  which,  as  private  clti- 
aena,  we  do  not  see. 

IB  1929  the  world  produced  more  iron  and 
steel  than  ever,  the  output  being  nearly  ninety- 
six  million  tons  of  pig  iron  and  one  hundred  and 
eighteen  million  tons  of  .steel.  In  1913,  the  pre- 
war year,  the  iron  figure  was  seventy-eight  mil- 
lion tons  and  the  steel  figure  elghty-one  millions. 
Not  long  ago  in  the  world  s  hl.story  Orent  Britain 
produced  more  iron  than  any  other  country.  In 
18tS  she  had  an  easy  lead,  producing  ieven  mil- 
lion tOBS  of  pig  iron  agaln.-^t  the  four  millions  of 
the  tmited  SUtea.  a  few  years  later  the  United 
BUtes  took  the  lead  and  never  lest  it.  How 
Great  Britain  has  fallen  to  fourth  place.  Last 
year  the  United  States  produced  forty-two  all- 
Uen  tons  of  pig  Iron.  Germany  thlrtaan  mimeBS. 
Flraace  ten  millions,  and  Oreat  Britain  producer! 
only  about  as  much  pig  iron  as  in  1189.  There 
can  be  no  clearer  indication  of  Iha  ^aage 
which  has  come  over  the  relative  •  f  the 
industrial  nations.

St.  Paul's  will 
remain  the  domina'  o  structure  of  the  BrltLsh 
capital.  The  cross  of  that  cathedral,  above  the 
dome,  stands  8M  faet  abore  the  pavement  The 
eighty-foot  limitation  now  placed  on  London's 
structures  by  a  Building  Act  of  this  year  Is  ex- 
clusive of  two  stories  in  the  roof  and  ol  o(na- 
mental  towers,  turrets  or  otbar  arehtlaettiral 
features  pr  decorations. 

There  was  xio  Itanlt  to  London's  bulldhin  up 
to  1890.  Queen  Anne  Mansions.  St.  James",  were 
reared  to  a  height  of  151  feet  and  then  the 
building  height  was  restricted  to  ninety  feet.

It  has  4}een  found  that  in  high  buildings  there 
is  difficulty  In  ventilating  Internal  courts,  that 
water  pressure  presents  difficulties  in  case  of 
fire  and  that  the  concentration  of  large  bodies  of 
people  in  huge  buildings  presents  traffic  dangers. 
Mr.  Maurice  E.  Webb  recently  told  the  London 
Sociey  that  one  skyscraper  in  New  York  housed 
10,000  persons.  In  the  event  of  a  fire  or  panic, 
even  supposing  every  Inhabitant  could  get  out 
of  the  building  unharmed  and  without  delay, 
there  would  be  no  room  in  the  street  below  for
